There was a time when the Lions 
club, made up of local merchants, 
provided a unit of action, and. it 
still does in respects for the Anti- 
och area, but that its membership 
extends beyond the village limits it 
cannot be asked to limit its ,inter- 
ests to the village alone as would 
a Chamber t/f Commerce. 

"We don't want a business men's 
organization merely for agreeing on 
opening or closing," said one mer- 
chant. "We want it as a booster or- 
ganization for local business. We 
want to extend our trading area." 
He proposed a Chamber of Com- 
merce that would affiliate with the 
state and national organization as a 
means of . making it permanent 
through the aid the greater togani- 
zation can give. 

Wauconda, the Hound Lake area, 
and North Chicago are other places 
in Lake' County that are benefitting 
from new Chambers of Commerce.

If business in Antioch can be 
measured by its two banks, the year 
of 1949 was a good one, for both 
had increased business. 

In announcing a 6 per cent divi- 
dend, E. J. Sletten, cashier of the 
First National Bank of Antioch, 
said that his institution had a very 
good year this year and that in- 
creases have been shown in all de- 
partments. The bank distributed 
$9,000 in Christmas Savings ac- 
counts this month which added to 
the volume of trade in the com- 
munity. 

William Brook, vice president Of 
the State Bank of Antioch, said his* 
bank likewise had a very good year 
with an increase in business over 
last year. A complete report is to 
be made at the meeting of the di- 
rectors early in January. 

Brook said that his bank turned 
loose »$17,000 in Christmas savings 
to spark the Christmas trade. While 
the amount of a dividend will not 
be made until the January meet- 
ing, he said that $15,000 has been 
applied toward the surplus account. 



Most of the Antioch merchants 
are agreeing that the year of 1849 
has been a good business year. 

Total sales approached last year 
which was considered an excellent 
business year and all this despite 
the strikes and other interruptions 
of trade which marked 1949. 

"Better quality merchandise was 
purchased this year than last and 
less money was spent on the cheap- 
er merchandise, "one merchant 
summed the buying habits of the 
public. 

One item that had a big sale this 
year was the television which is 
making its inroads just as radio did 
20 years ago. Antioch's reception is 
entirely from Chicago. 

While prices remained stable On 
most manufactured articles, there 
was downward tendency in the 
highly competitive fields and this 
had its effect on the amount of 
sales. It took a sale of more arti- 
cles to produce the volume of 
money. 

Stores having toys left need not 
have to worry about their disposal 
as they did at the close of the war 
when the materiar was ppor. Ma- 
i terial .now is ' good and the stock 
that is left can be carried over until 
next year easily. Variety stores 
find that their sales of toys in this 
vacation 'land are just as great in 
the summer time as they are in the 
winter. 

Tavern owners said they had good 
holiday trade and resorts which are 
preparing to close after Jan. 1 un- 
til early spring all say they had a 
good year. 

Their hope is that 1950 will be 
equally as good.

Farm Adviser to Speak 
Before Antioch Night

Edward Gresens today asked for 
volunteers to help for several hours 
during the March of Dimes cam- 
paign in January, which he will 
promote as chairman. 

He urged persons knowing of 
polio cases to notify him so' that 
proper remedial steps can be taken 
by the National Foundation for in- 
fantile paralysis. Ho listed his 
telephone number as Antioch 531-R. 
Gresens disclosed that infantile 
paralysis is striking an increasing 
greater number of adults than ever 
before. Surveys by the NFIP show 
that, in adult cases, the disease is 
more extensive in its effects than 
children. 

In 1916 only 3.7 percent of in- 
fantile paralysis patients were over 
15 years of age, but this rose to 25 
percent in 1947 and today about the 
same percentage applies. 

"Many persons think that the di- 
sease only strikes children," he said. 
"While it is true that about 80 per 
cent are children, we now know 
that this impression is basically in- 
correct. And that the disease usually 
strikes older persons more severely 
than children, although the death 
is approximately the same for both 
groups." 

More than 40,000 polio victims in 
1949, cost $100,000 a day during the 
height of the epidemicl An estimat- 
ed $31,000,000 was spent for medi- 
cal care. Some 17,000 patients 
stricken in 1949 to be cared for in 
19501 More than . $8,500,000 in 
March of Dimes money sent by mid- 
November to local chapters whose 
own treasury funds had been de- 
pleted. 

Gresens pointed o"ut that the Na- 
tional Foundation pursues a two- 
fold program-helping to provide 
medical care and treatment for vic- 
tims of infantile paralysis and sup- 
porting a comprehensive research 
and education program seeking 
cure, preventative and improved 
treatment for this crippling disease. 
"If a polio epidemic struck Anti- 
och Township" Gresens said, "the 
Lake County Chapter would go in- 
to action immediately. Medical and 
nursing care for the stricken would 
be provided, polio aid teams would 
'be rushed in if needed. Equipment 
such as respirators, hot pack ma- 
chines and other special polio de- 
vices would be dispatched to Lake 
County from six centrally located 
emergency equipment pools."

Norman B. Shogren, Chicago 
Chicago area rent director, in mak- 
ing the announcement, said the 
plan is now provided for nationally 
under the rent regulations. 

He added that it is the goal of 
the rent office, starting in January, 
to complete action on all landlord 
petitions for rent increases within 
30 days after they are filed. 

"Once on a 30-day basis with 
landlord petitions for jent increases 
it will be necessary to' have this 
new streamlined notification plan 
if we are to keep up with the ae-" 
tions filed," he said. 

Shogren pointed out that the law 
requires that interested parties in 
any proceeding before the rent of- 
fice receive proper notice. Hereto- 
fore, the Chicago" rent office gave 
notice to the opposing party after 
it had received the request. The 
new method, he said, will save time 
by allowing notice to be given be- 
fore a request is filed, rather than 
after.

Those who believe that navies will be obsolete 
and unnecesasry if war should come again, do not 
find their view shared by the best authorities. 

Dr. Vanncvar Bush, the distinguished scientist 
who is also regarded as one of the best informed 
civilians on military matters, writes in his important 
book, Modern Arms and Free Men, "The Mission of 
the Navy will be as important, and as difficult, as it 
ever has been in history .... We are a power in -the- 
world and we intend to exert that power, if need be, 
far from our shores to support our friends and strike 
an enemy where he is the most vulnerable . . . We 
shall still need to sweep enemy forces from the seas, 
whether they are under its surface or above it."

Veterans Are Told Term 
Insurance Most Costly 
Over Long Time Period 

While term insurance carries the 
lowest premium rate of .any type 
of National Service Life Insurance, 
it will be the most costly over a 
long period of time,' the Illinois Ve- 
terans Commission pointed out ' to- 
day. 

Term insurance is good for five, 
years only. At the end of that time, 
providing that Congress continues 
to extend the privilege of renewal, 
the cost will be increased. Under 
permanent plans of insurance the 
rate remains the same regardless 
of the veteran's age, 

As ah example a veteran 30 years 
of age now pays $7.10 a nflmth for 
$10,000 of insurance under the five- 
year-level premium term plan. K 
he renews at the age of 35 his in 
surance -will be increased to $7.60 
a month. At the age of ,55 he will 
pay $17.70 a month and at 80 he 
will have paid a total of $17,130 for 
$10,000 in insurance. 

Many veterans of World War II 
will have an excellent opportunity 
to convert to other types of insur- 
ance when they receive their divi- 
dends next year. Others who have 
permitted their insurance to lapse 
can reinstate, regardless of the 
length of time a policy has lapsed,

Day Disabled Vets 

May Reinstate Ins. 

Only a few. days^ remain for dis- 
abled veterans of World War II to 
take advantage of a special provi- 
sion of the National Service Life 
Insurance laws, the Illinois Veter- 
ans Commission warned today. 

Veterans with disabilities incur- 
red in service between October 8, 
1940 and September 2, 1945, who' 
desires to reinstate their insurance 
or apply for new insurance, must 
do so before December 31, 1949, to 
qualify under the health require- 
ments without having those disabil- 
ities counted against them.. 

After December 31, 1949, all im- 
pairments to health, including those 
due to service,- will be considered 
in determining insurability. 

Veterans who* want to boat the 
deadline for this special benefit 
should contact their nearest Illinois 
Veterans Commission service of- 
ficer immediately. Payment of two 
months' premiums along with a 
physical examination is all that is 
required. The examination can be 
taken from the veteran's own physi- 
cian or at a Veterans Administra- 
tion center if available.

You can get that limestone 
spread now while the ground is 
still solid underfoot — if you've test- 
ed your soil. 

Ray T. Nicholas, Lake -County 
Farm Adviser, says limestone 
should be applied at least six 
months ahead of legume seeding if 
this is the first time you are liming 
your soil. 

Limestone can be applied now to 
soybean stubble where legumes are 
to I be seeded next spring. Other 
places you can apply lime now are 
on cornstalk ground that has been 
plowed for oats and legumes and 
on land which will be in corn, or 
soybeans next year, followed, by 
bats and legumes the year after. 

On the corn land the limestone 
act acidity before legumes start 
will haye plenty of time to. counter- 
growing. Cultivating the corn or 
beans will help to mix the plant 
food in. the top soil. 

Nicholas pointed out that a soil's 
first application of limestone should 
be put on and disked in after plow- 
ing.- This puts the plant food in the 
topsoil'where it will be mostjavail- 
able to the" legume seedings. 'If the 
soil has been limed, before, it is not 
so important to have" the limestone 
in the topsail. Neither is .the six 
months," minimum time limit so im- 
portant. 

. If you have a permanent pasture 
which you're going to lime-^-and if 
the seedbed is to be disked and not 
plowed— you can . apply that lime- 
stone now. . i ■' '. - 
' However, Nicholas says, it's advi- 
sable to lime how only if there Is 
no danger of erosion between now 
-and spring and only if you have 
tested your soil. 

He emphasized again the need 
for testing soil before applying lime. 
Once Jhe. soil is tested, and limestone 
spread, another test should not be 
needed for ten years. • ' .
